Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 13 
contains allowable subject matter for at least the reason that the prior art of record fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest a micro-miniature x-ray apparatus for steering focused 
x-rays in a selected direction comprising a source, filter MEMS element and means for 
controlling as claimed. While movable collimating elements are known perse in the x- 
ray art, a MEMS element for collimating or focusing is not taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record. While Whitlock (US 6,333,968) teaches a small-scale device with 
chip-sized components, a collimator or focus control lens of Whitlock is not movable. 
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Given the deflection elements taught, Whitlock suggests means other than MEMS 
means for moving a beam. Furthermore, a filter is not present. Fiebiger (US 5,170,722) 
also teaches a small-scale source of x-rays, but the collimation means (9) is not 
movable, nor is a suggestion given to create a chip structure for a MEMS device. 

Claims 1-12 remain allowable for at least the reasons given in the Office action 
dated 04/08/05.
